TRIVIAL CAUSE OF WARS. 


How a Stolen lace Petticoat, a Bro- 


ken Taapct and a Spilled Glass 


of Water Cost a Million Lives 


and Countless Millions of 


Dollars 


Few things are more remarkable m 


the histories of nations than the ludi 
crously trivial causes which have often 
led to great and disastrous wars It is 
estimated that at least 1 000 000 lives 
and 
hundreds of millions of dollars 


have been sacrificed as the direct con- 
sequence of a stolen petticoat, a broken 
teapot or a spilled glass of water 


One of the most disastrous wars of 


modern times that between Turkey and 
Russia, is said on authority to have had 
its orign in the blow of a blacksmith s 
hammer in a small village m Herze 
govmia. 


In the summer of 1875 one of the local 


pashas, to meet the pressing demands 
of the Sultan for money decided to levy 
a poll tax on all persons in his district 
over the age of 10 One of the collectors 
was levying the tax at the house of a 
village blacksmith 
when a dispute 


arose as to the age of the blacksmith s 
daughter 
Hot words ensued between 


the collector and blacksmith and when 
the former made some insulting remark 
about the girl the exasperated 
father 


struck him to the ground with his ham- 
mer.i earing the conse-juences of the fatal 
blow he escaped into the mountains, 
where he was joined by several of his 
sympathizing friends The insurrection 
thus began to spread far and wide 
among the opprebsed Her^egovinmns, 
and later to Servia, with results which 
the world knows 


One of the most terrible wars which 


ever devastated China had a ludicrous 
origin A Chinese magnate was travel- 
ing with his retinue in one of the will 
districts in the northern part of the em 
plre, and among his baggage was a 
small teapot on which, through its as 
sociations he set great value Part of 
the baggage including this cherished 
piece of earthenware, fell into the 
hands of a roving band of robbers who 
promptly smashed to pieces the seem- 
ingly worthless teapot 
Its angry own- 


er reported the outrage to the Emperor, 
with the result that an expedition was 
despatched to punish the offenders 
This raid led to a long and bitter war 
between the mountaineers and the im- 
perial forces, which lasted the greater 
part of a century, and led to the loss 
of hundreds of thousands of lives 


It is known now on the highest au- 


thority that the Franco German war 
with all it appalling loss of life and 
money was precipitated by a few slight 
verbal alterations made in a despatch 
by Bismarck himself 
The disastrous 


seven years' war was the direct result 
of the vanity of Frederick the Great, 
who "wished to see his name 41 the 
Gazette," and it was provoked deliber- 
ately by a contemptuous reference to 
France which he made to Mme Pompa- 
dour 


One ot the most serious of the many 
civil wars in Italy was due to the mis- 
placed energy which led a Florentine 
housewife to empty a bucket of dirty 
water on the head of a passing citizen 
of Milan, and, as Palmerton used to 
say, there were only three men who 
ever knew the cause of the Schleswig- 
Holstein dispute two of whom died be- 
fore the war, while the third had com- 
pletely forgotten it

Just at this time, when farmers are 


more than ever turning their atten- 
ion to the production of stock fodders, 
ind are more fully appreciating such 
crops as can be grown to supplement 
hay and with the somewhat uncertain 
prospects for a grass crop, It may be 
well to consider at some length the 
history of the silo and its development 
into its present condition and useful- 
ness, which has placed it within reach 
of every farmer who carries an aver- 
age amount of stock and who desires 
to increase the stock carrying capacity 
of his farm by the addition of cheap, 
home-produced foods. 


In this article 1 propose to give a 


brief synopsis of tho history of tbe silo, 
some of its merits as they have been 
set forth by experienced siloists and 
cattle feeders, some experimental trails 
that have been conductd by scientific 
men, and the results obtained by them. 
In later articles I hope to take up fur- 
ther questions, such as the value of 
palatability in foods, the capacity and 
form of the silo, the comparative cost 
of silage and roots, together with my 
expei lenco m feeding silage on our 
farm. 


The silo.was introduced to public no- 


tice by Auguste Goffart, in 1877 in a 
book entitled "Ensilage of Maize." This 
book was translated into English by J. 
B. Biowu, and published m New York 
in 1879. Previous to this time, however, 
the Department of Agriculture at Wash- 
ington, in its report for 1875, pages 397- 
4GS, published a. full descuptlon of silos 
and silage, this being tbe flrbt publish- 
ed account in this country, if not in the 
English language. 
The article is en- 


titled 
"The French Mode of Curing 


Forage." The fiist silo in this country 
was built by Mr. Francis Morris, of 
Maryland, who planted live acres of 
corn in drills and preserved it in a silo 
in 1870. The first silos m New England 
were built by Dr. John M. Bailey, of 
Biiicn^a, Mass., and Mr. Alonzo Libby 


i of Saccarappa, Maine, in the summer of 


1S79. 


We theiefore find that most of the 


pioneer work in the introduction of 
silos in this country was between 1870 
and 1880. This was many jears, how- 
ever, after the general idea of curing 
fodder in. pits or silos had been com- 
mon in some countries. Arthur Young 
published an account o£ what was then 
called ' Sauer-kiuut for cattle," in An- 
nals of Agriculture, in tue form of a let- 
ter from Berlin, dated August 25, 1&04. 
The same proce&s was in vogue in East 


i Prussia, and was described by Gries- 


I wold in 1842. 
Accounts also exist of its 


application in Spam, France and Mexi- 
co, for the pieservation of different 
products, including the leaves of trees 
and vines. In Germany, It was espec- 
ially UbCful in the sugar-making dis- 
tricts for preserving beet leaves and 
beet pulp. 


The history of the silo affords many 


Instructive and v aluable lessons. Like 
all new things of merit, it was taken 
up by enthusiasts, and its advantages 
much over estimated. Certain results 
appealed to come fiom the feeding of 
silage which could not be accounted for 
in any other way than by the conclu- 
son that fodedr of any kind was very 
much improved by being placed in a 
silo. The advocates of the silo believ- 
ing these views, of course sought to 
push the feeding of silage upon the at- 
tention of the people all they possibly 
could. These facts on the one band and 
the natural caution o£ the more con- 
servation class of farmers, backed by 
those deep thinking people whose 
judgment told them there could be 
nothing added to the food nutrients of

crop dried as fodder. 


(11.) An acre of corn, field cured, 


stored in tbe most compact manner 
possible, will occupy a space eight to 
ten times as great as if in the form 
of silage.
